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SUB J : AMERICAN MISSIONARY CONCERN OVER ROK PRESSURE 

1. POL COUNS WAS VISITED APRIL 18 BY PRESBYTERIAN MISSIONARY 
STANTION WILSON AND MRS. LINDA JONES, WIFE OF PRESBYTERIAN 
MISSIONARY. A STUDENT ACTIVIST WAS ARRESTED BY ROK/CIA AGENTS IN 
MRS. JONES' HOME LAST FALL (SEOUL 7035, OCT, 1973). 

2. WILSON SAID THAT UNITED PRESBYTERIAN MISSION IN SEOUL HAS 
BEEN UNDER INCREASING POLICE PRESSURE IN PAST WEEK. HE SAID THAT 
INCREASINGLY HIGHER RANKING POLICE OFFICERS HAVE VISITED MISSION'S 
OFFICES DAILY PUTTING PRESSURE ON LOCAL EMPLOYEES FOR LIST OF ALL 
PRESBYTERIAN MISSIONARIES' NAMES. ADDRESSES AND PHONE NUMBERS. 
POLICE INTEREST CLEARLY RELATED TO STUDENT SITUATION AND TO THOSE 
MISSIONARIES INVOLVED IN STUDENT AFFAIRS. ACCORDING TO WILSON, 

POLICE IN LATEST VISIT, THREATENED LOCAL EMPLOYEE WITH ARREST IF 
HE DID NOT REVEAL NAMES OF THOSE MISSIONARIES MOST INVOLVED IN 
STUDENT WORK. AS A CONSEQUENCE, LOCAL EMPLOYEE APPARENTLY ADVISED 
MISSION LEADER, WHO IS AUSTRALIAN, THAT MRS. JONES WOULD BE WISE 

TO LEAVE THE COUNTRY. WILSON SAID, TO BEST OF HIS KNOWLEDGE, 

KOREAN EMPLOYEE DID NOT GIVE POLICE MRS. JONES NAME. (WE BELIEVE 
THAT WILSON IS OVERLY OPTIMISTIC ON THAT SCORE.) 

3. WILSON SAID THAT THE AUSTRALIAN LEADER OF THE MISSION HAS 
STRONGLY ADVISED THAT MRS. JONES LEAVE BECAUSE HE FEARS THAT THE 
PRESBYTERIAN MISSION'S WORK MIGHT BE THREATENED IF SHE WERE 
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POINT OUT THAT HE DID NOT MEAN THAT MRS. JONES HAD ENGAGED IN 
ILLEGAL ACTIVITIES, QUITE THE CONTRARY, HER WORK WITH STUDENTS 
WAS ADMIRED. HOWEVER, WILSON SAID IN PRESENT SITUATION, HE DID 
RELIEVE THAT IT MIGHT BE BEST FOR MRS. JONES TO LEAVE THE COUNTRY. 

4. POL COUNS POINTED OUT THAT IN THESE CIRCUMSTANCES WE COULD GIVE 
NO SUCH ADVICE TO AN AMERICAN CITIZEN. THIS WAS AN INDIVIDUAL 
DECISION. ONE QUESTION MRS. JONES WOULD HAVE TO ADDRESS IS 
WHETHER SHE HAD IN FACT ENGAGED IN ACTIONS WHICH WOULD BRING HER 
IN VIOLATION OF KOREAN LAW. AS SHE KNEW, FOREIGNERS DO COME UNDER 
KOREAN LAW. 

5. MRS. JONES DID NOT ADDRESS THIS QUESTION DIRECTLY BUT LATER 
INDICATED THAT SOME STUDENTS SHE KNEW HAD BEEN ARRESTED AND, 

GIVEN THE VAGUENESS OF EMERGENCY MEASURE NO. 4, SHE DID NOT KNOW 
WHETHER HER ASSOCIATION WITH THEM COULD BE CONSTRUED AS A VIOLAT- 
ION OF THE MEASURE. HOWEVER, NEITHER MRS. JONES NOR WILSON HAD 
HARD EVIDENCE THAT SHE IS CURRENTLY UNDER INVESTIGATION BY POLICE 
AGENCIES. 

6. AT WILSON'S REQUEST, POL COUNS DESCRIBED THE EMBASSY'S ROLE IN 
THE EVENT AN AMERICAN CITIZEN WAS ARRESTED FOR VIOLATION OF KOREAN 
LAW I.E., THE EMBASSY ASSISTS IN FINDING A LAWYER, INFORMING THE 
FAMILY AND ASSURING NON-DISCRIMINATORY TREATMENT UNDER KOREAN LAW. 

7. COMMENT: PRESBYTERIAN MISSION IS OBVIOUSLY CONCERNED THAT, 

GIVEN MRS. JONES' PAST INVOLVEMENT WITH STUDENT ACTIVISTS, HER 
CONTINUED PRESENCE IN COUNTRY MIGHT PROVE DANGEROUS TO MRS. JONES 
AND TO THE WORK OF THE MISSION. REV. WILSON'S PURPOSE IN BRINGING 
HER TO THE EMBASSY SEEMED TO BE PART OF EFFORT BY MORE SENIOR 
MEMBERS OF PRESBYTERIAN GROUP TO CONVINCE MRS. JONES THAT SHE 
SHOULD LEAVE THE ROK AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. POL COUNS WAS CAREFUL 

TO POINT OUT THAT ANY SUCH DECISION WOULD HAVE TO BE MRS. JONES'. 

8. WITHOUT REFERENCE TO MRS. JONES' PARTICULAR CIRCUMSTANCES, WE 
HAVE INFORMALLY DISCUSSED WITH MOFA QUESTION OF POLICE PRESSURES 
ON AMERICAN CHRISTIAN MISSIONS. 
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
